ORIGIN OF THE TYPEWRITER ABROAD 





LARGELY ON THE 
RESEARCHES OF 


FirTH AND LAsT ARTICLE IN A SERIES BASED

N our review of foreign inventive genius, 

as applied to the progressive creation 

of the modern typewriter, we have 
reached the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. It is the decade in which the achieve- 
ments of American brain and capital begin. 
In a few years the names of Cooper, Har- 
ger, Francis and de May, as pioneers, stand 
out on the scientific annals of the time. 
Sholes, Glidden, Soulé, Remington, Under- 
wood, Smith—it is a long and honored list 
stretching from vague experiment to veri- 
fied experience. Like the American nation, 
it is the consummation of many a European 
hope that did not live to see its own success 

The last of these European attempts, pre- 
vious to the start of the American move- 
ment, dates from 1855. The inventor, a cer- 
tain Joseph De Vincenti, was an Italian 
temporarily resident in London. He seems 
to have undertaken the task originally in 
response to the suggestion of an abbé of his 
own native land, by name Clement di Saint- 
Armand, whose partially completed type- 
writer model had failed of securing a patent 
in Italy. On June 30, 1855, De Vincenti 
took out his British patent, which described 
his device in part as follows 

“The type are located along the edge of 
the circumference of a vertically placed 
wheel, and are capable of being made to 
strike toward its center, along the lines of 
the circle’s various possible radii. The blows 
of as many hammers located within the 
circumference actuate the respective impres- 
sions of the keys. The wheel itself is at- 
tached to a cylinder which permitted the 
insertion of paper for writing. This cylin- 
der is so situated as to fix for the writer 
the central point of contact between the 
paper and the type-keys. The stroke of a 
key, thus, automatically causes the impres- 
sion to be made at the exact place desired.” 

Electricity Supplies Motor Power. 

Electricity entered into the operation of 
De Vincenti’s model, and it is probable that 
this is one of the ideas which he absorbed 
in the scientific circles of the London of 
1855. An electric current was the actuating 
principle in producing the automatic drive 
of the type upon the paper. A foot-pedal, 
meanwhile, was the means of propelling the 
cylinder which advanced the paper in prep- 
aration for the next impression. 

The existing photographs of De Vin- 
centi’s machine show it as a bulky affair, 
very like a small organ in general shape 
Che keyboard is compactly and convenient- 





ly arranged, however, and the principle of 
circular arrangement of the type-bars is 
one that succeeding inventors, in one form 
or another, have made permanent. In fact, 
it is the nearest thing to such a modern 
typewriter as that on which this article is 
being written which the Europe of that day 
had seen. British conservatism, however 
seems to have Stay ed its extensive exploita 
tion. 

Fight years later, in 1863, we encounter 
the machine of a clever Frenchman, a cer 
tain Flamm, and by trade a printer. Upon 
a tall frame, which served as its base, was 
placed a second and smaller one, and upon 
this a third, yet smaller, which held th 
type, within a kind of fan-shaped reservoir 
which revolved upon an axis. It was op 
erated without a keyboard, one key after the 
other being impelled to the point of impres- 
sion and a sharp blow upon a central key at 
intervals producing the imprint of all upon 
the paper itself. This quite unique idea of 
a light touch bringing a number of type 
into position for impression, whereupon a 
single heavy blow upon another key caused 
them to print, has apparently failed of its

complete adaptation to modern typewrit

even today. There is something of the 


same idea in the principle of the shift-key, 


but it might easily be widely extended t 
the group-impression of syllables and even 
of words in such typing as brought the 
frequent recurrence of the same phras« 

such as scientific or mechanical work, o1 
even some kinds of business correspondence 
and form letters. In this connection it is 
notable that M. Flamm included among the 
type of his keyboard a number of syllabic 
combinations In this respect he became 
the logical forerunner of innumerable sy 


labic French typewriters of today, and 
lesser measure of such stenographi 
chines as the Sténotype and the Stéenophile- 
Bivort 


“Writing Hemisphere” Proves Successful. 
\ curious machine of this period in Eur 
pean invention is that of the Protestant 
pastor Malling Hansen, Director tl 
Royal Institute of the Deaf at Copenhage: 
It was constructed in the years 1865-66 and 
was described in the application for patent 
as a “Writing Hemisphere” (Emisfera 
Scrivente). It was composed of two parts 
—a hemisphere which supported the type 
levers and a motor apparatus which moved 
the carriage. A metal plate upheld the 
paper as it was slipped into position on the 
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platen—a device which has survived in some 
of the typewriters which appeared in this 
country shortly before the appearance of 
the visible machine. First clockwork and 
later electromagnetism supplied the motor 
power. Pastor Hansen’s device had a quite 
extensive vogue, being exhibited at Vienna, 
\ltona and finally at Paris. While not en- 
riched by the time and labor he spent upon 
its perfection, one infers that he received 
a modest amount of money for his diver- 
sion into a profitable side-line, as well as 
no little repute among continental scientists 
of a mechanical bent 

With the public exhibition of this ma- 
chine we bring our study of the origins of 
the typewriter in Europe to an end 
Henceforward the history of the typewriter 
abroad is inextricably bound up with its de- 
velopment in America. From 1870 onward 
the European mechanics and mechanical ex 


perimenters have shown an increasing dis- 
T 


position to adopt the ideas and practice « 
the United States. Until the time of cer 
tain recent experiments of French inventors, 
Europe has been content to follow rather 
than to lead. The American machines, ac 
cordingly, have found that continent a very 
profitable field of exploitation. In many 
instances the wide purchase and dissemina- 
tion of American machines abroad has itself 
in time brought out new European models, 
slightly differing from the American type- 
writers, but adopting boldly their most con- 
spicuous and popular features. The result 
is today that European machines, wherever 
most in favor, by a curious but perfectly 
logical paradox, are really most American 
The name may be foreign; the method of 
operation is usually quite “Yankee.” It is 
a straw which indicates, almost humorously, 
that the American typewriter’s conquest of 
the world is quite real. For the truest con- 
quest is that wherein the “conquered” un- 
consciously imitate the conqueror. 

It is thus that within the sphere of daily 
commerce the products of this United 
States are very busily “Americanizing” the 
world

oblivion. On the other hand, the writer has 
known many stationers who bought not 
more than £10 worth of goods at first who 
are willing now to stock £100 worth, and 
whose trade in a year is trom five to ten 
times that amount 

Do not iudulge at first in expensive adver 


tising schemes or engage high-priced sales 


men. It is far better to start such matters 
in a small way and gradually add to them 
as they are found successful Some of the 
best loose leaf sellers today took months to 
make their first ledger sale 

Some stationers make the mistake ot 


stocking several kinds of loose leaf ledgers, 


thinking to please all comers, but with the 
result of pleasing none 

It is better to be convinced of the sup¢

In regard to country and town, the first 
fact to be acknowledged is that they are 
interdependent one on the other. 

The town needs the country in order to 
have its products to sell, the country the 
town in order that the products of the land 
may be effectually distributed. One thing 
is not generally conceded, and which I no- 
ticed in visiting several farms lately, and 
that is the farm man works much harder 
than the town man \ farm manager does 
just about double the work in a day that 
the average town man does. There are 
vast irrigation schemes going on all over 
the country, about which, few townsmen 
know anything 

The establishment of industries in this 


country is essential because it will speedily 


reduce the high cost of living. An intelli- 
gent study of this question by the average 
citizen nnot help but make its influence 
elt 

I should like to see South Africa have a 
Boost Club, having as a slogan, “South Af- 


rica is the Fairest Land on God’s Earth” 
and then a Boost Club in every town, hav-

Along the Road of Business 


There are many obstacles—many pitfalls—to avoid, and many chances 
for the business man te get off the path as he travels along the Road of 
Business. 

Work is the gate which allows the merchant to step onto the path 
which leads to Success. 

After ne has passed this gate, and almost before he has gotten fairly 
started, he finds signs beckoning him from both sides of the road. The 
one is Over-Indulgence and offers a great temptation to stop for a while 
and enjoy the things which appea! to his immediate pleasure, but do 
not make for his ultimate success. 

On the other hand, he finds the station of Right System, and if he is 
determined to go fcrward with the least possible delay, he will waste no 
time in getting aboard the Right System, which carries him past the 
things which cause the downfall of his less thoughtful neighbor. 

Conceit is the danger which confronts him here, and if he believes 
he can travel successfully without the Right System, he stands a great 
chance of falling before he is far along the way 

Pride Goes Before a Fall. 

He may hear guests of the Hotel Know It All close by discredit the 
value of Right System, and even be prompted to step upon the whirling 
disk of Stubborness, which gives him some hard bumps in his attempt 
to pick his way without the aid of System. 

If he succeeds in passing these dangers, human nature has built a 
Mutual Admiration Society, where he is tempted to exchange congratu- 
lations with other members who have made some little progress toward 
Success. 

The artist has well pictured a novel feature of this Club in the form 
of a balloon on the roof. The business man sometimes gets into the 
basket of Theory, soars far above the head of his practical brother, and 
may get a better view of the general direction in which Success is 
located, but he stands a great chance of falling and makes no great 
progress toward Success until he comes down to earth and meets con- 
ditions as they actually exist on a practical basis. 

After finding that his Theory must be abandoned, the Excuse Makers’ 
Club awaits to receive him, unless he recognizes his mistakes and sets 
forward along practical lines. 

The great hand of Temptation reaches out, crushing both employers 
and employes who do not recognize its danger and keep out of its reach. 
Right System Removes Temptation. 

Here again Right System carries its passenger by this danger, and 
makes his progress easy. 

In trying to get past Temptation, the Door of Mistakes opens and 
some travelers along the Road of Business are blown into oblivion, while 
the finger of Suspicion is pointed at others. Many an honest employer 
and many an honest employe has had Suspicion cast upon him through 
no fault of his own, except that he made mistakes. 

A great web is spun across the path of the business man by Lack 
of Decision, and its mate, the spirit of Do It Tomorrow. The merchant 
who is a victim of these great spiders becomes hopelessly entangled and 


his business career is usually brought to an end before he has come in 
sight of Success. 

The Untrained Employe is another great danger which causes all too 
many merchants to fall from the Road of Business and drop into the 
darkness of oblivion. 

When the business man faces the subject of System, he is taking a 
great step in the right direction, vet he must make sure that he chooses 
wisely, else he will not make progress toward success. 

Here the artist has shown a trap marked No System, which throws 
the merchant into a boiling pot, and keeps him constantly in hot water. 
Wrong System Accomplishes Nothing. 

On his other side is Wrong System. Like a train running in a circle, 
it may apparently be going ahead, but really never gets any place. 

The path of Poor System leads through the great River of Losses, 
which swamps the big majority of merchants who try to follow this path. 
The track of Right System is bridged over the Stream of Losses, 

The few who still survive the Stream of Losses which crosses the 
path of Poor System usually have become so worn and irritated that 
Bad Temper, Carelessness, Poor Supervision and Indifference throw them 
back into Oblivion and Losses. 

Knowledge of Your Business tunnels the great obstacles caused by 
Lack of Study and Guéss-Work, which make the path of the business man 
rough and dangerous.

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LEADING NORWEGIAN HOUSE. 

One of the oldest houses in the commer- 
cial stationery business in Norway is that 
of F. Beyer, Strandgaden 2, Bergen. Mr 
Beyer himself is the present proprietor, but 
the business itself was founded June 6, 
1771, by Holger Enevoldsen, Sr., and on 
May 21, 1807, it was taken over by Holger 
Enevoldsen, Jr. Upon the 24th of August, 
1819, the management of the business came 
into the hands of Frands Dekke Beyer, a 
young man of twenty-five, who conducted 
the business until March 3, 1849, when he 
died From 1840 the business, under the 
name of Fr. D. Beyer, was conducted in 
connection with a book printing business 
established by Captain C. W. Prahl. On 
the death of Mr. Beyer the establishment 
was conducted by his widow, who con- 
tinued it under the same name, with her 
son, Frederick Stockfleth von Krogh Beyer, 
as executor. On the first of January, 1858, 
he took the business over and conducted 
it thereafter under the name of F. Beyer 

In the meantime the book printing busi- 
ness had been taken over by Johann Dekke 
Beyer. who conducted it until June 3, 1900, 
when he died. This business was continued 
under the same name, John D. Beyer’s 
Book Printing Establishment, by H. P 
Bucher and H. M. Smith, proprietors 

Frederick Beyer, a most enterprising 
man, during his time had enlarged his busi- 
ness by the addition of a book store, a 
bindery and a plant for manufacturing 
paper, books of record, etc. He made a 
specialty of school b 0ks, books and re- 
ligious works 

From the establishment of the business 
in 1771 until the death of Frederick Beyer 
in 1903 it‘was housed in the same building 
in Korskirken, King Oscar’s street. For 
several centuries the lower part of this 
thoroughfare near Bryggesporen and Tys- 
kebryggen had been a good business street, 
but in 1871 Mr. Beyer, having become the 
owner of the property at Strandgaden 2, 
commenced the occupancy of it during thar 
year, the one hundredth anniversary of 
the firm's establishment

Under his guidance 
this particular branch has grown wonder 
fully. Since 1905 he has taken active part 
in the tourist bureau, paying particular at 
tention to the printing and publishing end 

Thorvald Beyer’s 23-year-old son, Frey 
vald von Krogh Beyer, after having tra 
eled abroad, has applied his industrious 
habits to his father’s business.
